The program is centered around 
addressing environmental concerns, collaborating with the participating School 
Principals and parents to address safety concerns and implementing innovative 
approaches to deter quality of life crimes occurring in the community that impact the 
schools’ safety.

Blue Ribbon School Safety Panel Recommendations School Safety 
Crime Control 

In late Spring 2018, City Attorney Mike Feuer conducted a series of Blue Ribbon School 
Safety Panels in every Los Angeles Unified School District Board Area. One of the 
Recommendations from the Blue Ribbon Panel was for LAPD and LASPD to regularly 
share information and crime statistics around school sights to help reduce crime. DCA 
Sharee Sanders Gordon was selected to coordinate this effort. 

The School Safety Crime Control Pilot Program consists of LASPD Officers at four 
designated LAUSD school sights attending weekly LAPD Crime Control Meetings. 
During the Crime Control Meetings LAPD and LASPD discuss crime trends, share crime
